The lion's share of this money 
is going to enlarge the capacity 
of the sewage, treatment plant, 
located on the north bank of 
Sequoit Creek at Turner Drive. 
Under a * $578,352 contract, 
KMCQ Contractors of Elgin is 
building new settling tanks, 
aeration system, and a tertiary 
filler that will -double the 
present 500,000 gallon-per-day 
capacity of the treatment plant. 
Most of the new facilities will 
be housed in a single . large 
structure, . for which ; the 
foundation was poured last 

. week: 

Engineering fees and other 
costs raise the total expenditure 
for the treatment plant enlarge- 
ment to about $u:fl),000, covered 
in part by a -$471, 900 federal 
grant. The remainder will" be 
paid with a portion of the 
$340,000 raised by the sale last 
week of bonds to be repaid out of 
sewer and water department 
revenues. ; * 

Storm water has been . 
(pardon the expression) a 
long-standing problem in Anti- 
och. Storm sewers 'have 
frequently been found of too 
small capacity to handle sudden 
downpours, or not conveniently 
laid out to carry off the Spring 
thaw . Projects undertaken in 



the past few years are attacking 
some of the most persistent 

"problem areas. 

Much of the Oak wood Knolls -. 
subdivision drains, to the south, 
and the run-off water collects at 
the lowest points, 'along' Maple- - 

' wood Dr: near Cedarwood and 
Hazel wood. The storm sewers 
installed years ago to handle 

. this run off are inadequate for 
any large amounts of water. 
\ W.il. Lyman Construction Co. 
of Palatine is currently laying a 
sewer, ranging in size from 30 to 
54 inches, that will replace the 
existing IK to 24-inch one that 
collects water at Cedarwood 
and Maplewood. Antioch is 
paying IKO.OUO for the new 
sewer, which extends to the 
corner of the former Curnes 
property, where Arbor Ltd. has 
agreed to extend it, in a 00-inch 
sewer, tea retention pond to be 
constructed as part of their 
apartment-townhouse develop- 
ment. 

Motorists who regularly use 
north Main. St. will recall the 
installation last % summer of a 
storm sewer in that locality. A 
new line was constructed under 
that street from Poplar Ave. 
north to First St. From there it 
branches out in. two directions. 
One leg goes further north on 

~~Main and is to be connected Wa 

^ storm sewer promised by Triton 
developers to service their 
Joanna apartment project. The 
other branch/ extends west 
under First St. and north on 

I . ■ T , 

Parkway/ almost to North Ave. 
■ At the south end, this $89,000 
sewer empties into one built in 
midrl^71. This latter stornv 
sewer^a $42,000 project-collects 
water from . the Village Park 
behind the Scout House and 
carries it west under Poplar and 
- south under Cunningham Dr.. to - 
Sequoit Creek. The Main 
St.-Parkway sewer was essen- 
tially an extension of this 
earlier line, 

Work is expected to begin 
soon on a $51,000 contract just 
awarded to W.ll. Lyman' to 
build a new sewer that will 
-replace - an old, out-dated 
sanitary sewer that presently 
runs under Main St. in the 



downtown area. 

Carrying raw sewage to r the 
treatment plant; this line will 
begin at an existing sewer at 
Park Aye. and '■■ the railroad 
tracks. Extending for about half 
a block .under .Park Ave. y : ther 
sewer will then cut northwester- 
ly across the area behind .the 
stores on the east side 6f Main; 
It will empty into an existing 
sewer at Depot St. near Main. A 
short line on Ida Ave. near 
Bishop: St. is also part of this 
project. 

Of course; these few lines 
make up only a small part of the 
total sanitary .and storm sewer 
system in Antioch. However, 
they fill important gaps in this 
system, or upgrade service 
which has been inadequate in 
the past. 1 

In a related project, earlier 
this Spring, a watermain was 
extended from the Village well 
and pump house near Quaker 
Industries on McMillen Road. 
The main . runs south on 
McMillen and ties into another 
main along the south side of 
Route 173, creating a full loop in 
the water distribution system in 
this area.
